


GSI Plans 
$ 40,000 
Clean Air 
Program 

Bag House for Electric 
Arc Furnace; Lipsett 
Ok'd for Open Burning 

A $40,000 bag house system 
for the electric arc furnace at 
General Steel Industries’ local 
Castings Division plant is to be 
Installed to reduce emissions 
into the air. 

Notification of the emission re¬ 
duction program was j received 
Monday night by the Granite 
City Air Pollution Control 
board during a meeting at the 
city hall. 

The bag house system plan¬ 
ning is nearing completion, and 
Henry Bieniecki, city clean air 
board chairman, said the board 
was advised the installation is 
to be started in the near future. 

The chairman also reported 
the state Air Pollution Control 
Board has given permission to 
Lipsett Steel Products on East 
23rd street to continue open 
burning of scrap railroad cars 
pending the filing of an emis¬ 
sion reduction program early 
in April. The city board had 
granted the firm an extension 
to its Variance to expire in 
August. 

Bieniecki said the American 
Railroad Car Dismantiers Asso¬ 
ciation, with a membership of 21 
firms including Lipsett, has re¬ 
ceived a federal grant and plans 
to proceed with experiments with 
a water jet system for disman¬ 
tling rail cars. The experiment 
is to be conducted at a scrap 
yard near Chicago, and the lo¬ 
cal board's technical secretary, 
Washington University Prof. 
Erwin Hoelscher, has been in¬ 
vited to view the procedure 
when it is demonstrated. 

The local chairman noted the 
state board in ordering a halt 
to open burning last month,, 
did then agree there was no 
economical method of disman¬ 
tling rail cars and reduce emis¬ 
sions and gave the local firm 
30 days to submit an emission 
reduction program, with permis- ( 
sion to continue open burning. 

Local regulations permit the 
variance only when winds are 
blowing away from the East 
Granite residential area. 

The city clean air board's ap¬ 
plication for $22,pOO federal 
funds has been sent to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., and is now at the 
regional office in Chicago for 
review. The grant would be on 
a $2-to-$l basis with the city 
required to budget $11,000 dur¬ 
ing the 1969-70 fiscal year for 
air pollution control purposes. 
During the current fiscal year, 
$8500 has been budgeted. 

With the federal grant, the 
city could hire a full-time tech¬ 
nician and also a full-time sec¬ 
retary-clerk who also could be 
a laboratory technician.

The first of two 30-ton ca¬ 
pacity electric-arc furnaces to 
be installed at the American 
Steel Foundries’ Granite City 
plant is nearing completion, it 
was announced today by A. P. 
Steinhauser, works manager.

Huge dust and fume collec¬ 
tors, designed to meet the most 
modem codes governing air 
pollution, will be completed at 
the same time, Steinhauser 
noted. The collectors stand 33 
feet high, are 42 feet long, and 
each can process up to 96,000 
cubic feet of air a minute. 
A pelletizing machine will be 
used to convert the collected 
dust into small marble-like pel¬ 
lets for dust free disposal. 

Steinhauser said the entire 
electric furnace project is 
scheduled to be completed late 
this year. “This will give us 
furnaces of the most modem 
design and will also improve 
the efficiency of our opera¬ 
tion,” he noted. 

American Steel Foundries is 
a major supplier of cast steel 
components for the nation’s 
railroads. It is an operating 
unit of Amsted Industries, Chi¬ 
cago. 


In all 144 precincts of the ten- 
township Senatorial District,

Sim¬ 
mons received 359 voles in the 
district, 192 of which were cast 
in the four townships of the 
Quad-Cities. 

Ottwein. a newcomer in poli¬ 
tics, polled 3520 votes in the 
district, to defeat Raymond O. 
Rogers, mayor of Edwardsville 
who tallied 1019 votes. The Re¬ 
publican ballot also included 
the name of David F. Mallett. 
Collinsville auto dealer, who 
had withdrawn from the contest 
and made no campaign. He re¬ 
ceived 97 votes in district-wide 
balloting. 

Briggs and Ottwein, as the 
result of Tuesday’s primary, 
will run against one another in 
the regular runoff election on 
April 29. The winner will be¬ 
come state senator of the 53rd 
District to succeed former Sen¬ 
ator Paul Simon of Troy, who 
resigned the office after he was 
elected Illinois lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor last November.

Illinois Power staff members 
were attired as a “mod squad” 
to dramatize the role of electric 
heat in attracting both young 
and ,older buyers and renters. 

Ways in which electric cooling 
edn be incorporated in con¬ 
struction plans also were out¬ 
lined. 

Of 531 homes and 254 apart¬ 
ments built in the service area 
in 1968, 17 homes and 192 apart¬ 
ments had electric heat, about 
matching the natjonal average 
of 28%, Mathias said. 

Advantages cited were clean¬ 
liness, uniform temperature, 
absence of drafts, individual 
room controls and economical 
installation and operation. 

Conversion of existing hous¬ 
ing to electric heat, usually 
utilizing insulation improve¬ 
ments, also is' gaining in mo¬ 
mentum, it was noted.

Kane formerly served in a 
similar position for the federal 
agency, supervising activities 
in eight midwestem states. 

Mahin said Kane “recovered 
millions of dollars and exposed 
large frauds,' in that job. 

Warn of False 
‘Hybrid’ Soybeans 

Illinois grain farmers are 
warned to beware of the pur¬ 
chase of “hybrid” soybean 
seed. John W. Lewis, director 
of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, said no legal commercial 
product of this type is available. 

Lewis said his office and the 


state seed laboratory have re¬ 
ceived numerous inquiries con¬ 
cerning some recent offerings 
of soybean seed. 

"It is in violation of the Illi¬ 
nois Seed Law,” Lewis ex¬ 
plained, “to offer soybean seed 
that is represented or sug¬ 
gested as being hybrid.” 

Soybean seeds represented as 
hybrids supposedly do not pro¬ 
duce usable seed the second 
year. This is not the case. Di¬ 
rector Lewis said. Seeds 
claimed to be hybrid produce as 
good a crop the second year as 
the first, the director said. 
$535,000 in Harness 
Racing Purses 

The 1969 Illinois State Fair, 
Aug. 8-17, will offer purses to¬ 
talling more -than $535,000 in its 
harness racing program. 

Racing money and trophies 
are from the Agricultural Pre¬ 
mium Fund, the Fund for Illi¬ 
nois Sired Colts and starting 
fees paid by owners. A levy on 
wagering on pari-mutuel racing 
in Illinois produces the funds. 

Highlight of the seven-day 
race program is the Illinois 
State Fair Colt Stake races for 
two and three-year-old trotters 
and pacers. 

Expenses Ceilings Set 

Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has 
imposed individual ceilings on 
expenses of major departments 


to save $22 million through 
Sept. 30. 

Department heads earlier had 
reported they could save $78 
million from their current ap¬ 
propriations. The additional 
slash of $22 million was ordered 
in separate memos from the 
governor. 

Further savings will be 
sought by a “cost reduction 
team” headed by Fiannce Di¬ 
rector John W. McCarter jr. 
Each department will be re¬ 
quired to furnish him a narra¬ 
tive account of five examples 
of savings. The report is due 
immediately. 

Gov. Ogilvie on Feb. 5 told 
the Legislature that 10 per cent 
of the entire two-year appropri¬ 
ations for state departments 
will be saved during the next 
five months.

Landscaping should start with 
a new plan. The smaller the 
home grounds, the greater the 
need for proper planning. An 
architects fee, including visit, 
and analysis of use of yopr 
property will be similar to the 
price of a new refrigerator. The 
planting can then become a 
family project or offered to your 
local nurserymen. 

Buying Plants by Mail 

Large color advertisements 
of “brand new” and exciting 
flowers and plants are a strong 
temptation. 

It’s fun to try out new plants 
but a person hates to get some¬ 
thing he did not expect. One 
problem is the use of common 
names to describe these plants. 
Anyone can make up a new 
name for skunk cabbage, but 
only one committee of interna¬ 
tional experts can decide which 
is the scientific name. 

When an advertisement uses 
an unfamiliar common name 
without mentioning the scien¬ 
tific name, you may be Ordering 
a skunk cabbage when you want 
a chrysanthemum. 

Seed companies and florists 
both specialize in a wide variety 
of flowers, vines and useful 
plants. Seed company cata¬ 
logues are good references 
when you are doing research on 
an advertisement. A phone call 
to your local florist will often 
confirm the identity and useful¬ 
ness of the plant in Question. 

This research may give you 
some surprising information 
about price. When neither of 
these reliable groups of plants- 
men offer or recognize it, then 
tread cautiously. 

When vou can recognize the 
plant, compare the size of the 
plant with the size you would 
like to have. How does the size 
stack up to the price? Is there 
any mention of guarantee?

Mysterious Pokeweed 

The common pokeweed (PHY¬ 
TOLACCA A.) is a friend to 
many but a poisonous plant to 
others. 

This common perennial ap¬ 
pears in gardens, fencerows 
and roadsides as a large leafy 
plant with purple stems. During 
the fall the spikelike clusters 
of juicy purple berries nod in¬ 
vitingly. 

good deal of history is writ¬ 
ten about the pokeweed. Early 
settlers used the leaves and 
plant parts as a medicinal 
plant. Many settlers and farm 
families learned the young 
green shoots could be used as a 
boiled vegetable provided the 
cooking water was discarded. 

Many suspected the berries 
were poisonous while others 
used the berries for pies. Re¬ 
cent studies show birds and 
poultry willingly eat the fruit 
and are unaffected. 

Recent studies do agree the 
poisonous agent is in the roots. 
Hogs have been poisoned by 
rooting out and eating the roots. 
Medicinal concoctions of the 
root cause burning of Hie 
mouth, stomach cramps, vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhea.

Almost all of the radiation 
that people would absorb from 
fallout particles would come 
from particles outeide theie 
own bodies. Only simple pre¬ 
cautions would be necessary to 
avoid swallowing the particles, 
and it would be practically im¬ 
possible to inhale them. 

People exposed to fallout 
radiation do not become radio¬ 
active and thereby dangerous 
to other people. Radiation sick¬ 
ness is not contagious or in¬ 
fectious, and one person can¬ 
not “catch it” from another 
person. 

Protection Is Possible 
People can protect them¬ 
selves against fallout radia¬ 
tion, and nave a good chance of 
surviving, by staying inside a 
fallout shelter. In most cases, 
' the fallout radiation level out- 
. side the shelter would decrease 
rapidly enough to permit peo¬ 
ple to leave the shelter within 
a few days. 

Even in communities that re¬ 
ceived relatively heavy accu¬ 
mulations of fallout particles, 
people soon might be able to 
leave shelter for a few minutes 
or a few hours at a time to per¬ 
form emergency tasks. In most 

places, it is unlikely that full¬ 
time shelter occupancy would 
be required for more than a 
week or two.

Offers 'Package 1 Service

for signing with the placement 
service before graduation, ac¬ 
cording to David R. Van Horn, 
assistant director of placement 
services. i 

What’s more, benefits from 
the “contract” run for an indef¬ 
inite period of time with no 
charge for contract negotia¬ 
tions. 

The "package deal” SIU stu¬ 
dents receive includes private 
interviews on campus with rep¬ 
resentatives from businesses 
and industries throughout the 
country, counseling sessions on 
any aspects of employment af¬ 
ter graduation, and free access 
to a library on companies and 
positions they have available. 

4161 Interviewed 
Last year 4161 students were 
interviewed by representatives 
from 366 different organiza¬ 
tions. The expansion of private 
interview facilities to accom¬ 
modate eight company repre¬ 
sentatives at any one time is 
indicative of the use made of 
the placement, services. 

The growth of the University 
is also taxing available space 
for student records, according 
to Van Horn, who stated that 
the present level of growth in¬ 
dicates that microfilming might 
be needed in the near future. 

One of the biggest bonuses of¬ 
fered by the placement service 
is life-time usage of facilities 
free of charge. 


According to Van Horn, 
“There have been cases at the 
Carbondalc campus where 
alumni who graduated 15 to 20 
years ago have consulted the 
department for jobs. We offer 
that same service here,” Van 
Horn explained. 

Big Demand 

In addition, the department 
will mail, upon any company's 
request, credentials on any stu¬ 
dent registered. In 1968 more 
than 5000 sets of credentials 
were mailed to employers from 
the new campus. 

During the past year, gradu¬ 
ates with non-technical back¬ 
ground entering the business 
world averaged $8094; inexper¬ 
ienced teachers with a bachel¬ 
or’s degree averaged $6028 per 
year, and inexperienced class¬ 
room teachers starting with a 
master's degree averaged $7041 
per year. 

Van Hom stated that these 
starting salaries are on the in¬ 
crease along with the number 
of companies and schools who 
come on campus to interview 
students. ’’Fifteen to 20 new 
companies have already been 
added this year,” he said. 

After two to four years of 
academic competition, SIU 
graduates find the deal offered 
by SIU’s placement department 
a fitting tribute before turning

A feature article by a Gran¬ 
ite City high school junior ap¬ 
pears in this month’s issue of 
“Illinois History,” a magazine 
for young people published by 
the Illinois State Historical So¬ 
ciety. 

The author is Miss Connie K. 
Koester, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Koester, 2415 Del- 
mar avenue, a student in sev¬ 
eral accelerated courses at the 
local high school. 

The March edition of “Illinois 
History” primarily deals with 
relationship between state, 
country and local governments 
and the community. 

The 16-year-old Granite City 
girl bases her article on the 
depression period of the early 
1930s and efforts in the com¬ 
munity to assist the unem¬ 
ployed and impoverished. 

According to the bibliography 
accompanying Miss Koester's 
feature, research for the ar¬ 
ticle was gathered from seven 
issues of the Granite City 
Press-Record, printed March 
24 through May 1, 1931, and 
from James F. Baxter’s “His¬ 
tory of Granite City.” 

Text of Paper 

The 1 following is a reprint of 
“Coping With a Crisis” by Con¬ 
nie Koester. 

“The great depression in the 
1930’s not only affected large 
cities, but it also reached its 
destructive fingers into smaller 
towns such as Granite City, Illi¬ 
nois, an industrial town located 
across the Mississippi River 
from St. Louis, Missouri. It is 
during times like those that lo¬ 
cal governments must set up 
special committees in order to 
cope with the problems. 

“Realizing the city and coun¬ 
try were in a slump that would 
not terminate in the near fu¬ 
ture, Mayor Marshall E. Kirk¬ 
patrick s of Granite City organ¬ 
ized the mayor’s relief commit¬ 


tee in November 1930 to aid 
unemployed, impoverished fam¬ 
ilies. The aid administered by 
the committee took the form of 
coal, food, clothing and drugs. 

Funds Hit Bottom 

“The relief committee op¬ 
erated smoothly through Tues¬ 
day, March 24, 1931. At that 
time the bottom of the.fund was 
reached with only $736.36 re¬ 
maining in the treasury with 
an average of $316.25 needed 
per week to administer the 
duties of the mayor’s commit¬ 
tee. The mayor and the city 
council appealed to the citizens 
of Granite City for more money 
so that fifteen hundred parents 
and children would not be with¬ 
out food, coal or clothing. 

“Some contributions arrived 
from private industries in the 
city, but this was still not 
enough for the committee's op¬ 
erations. After a special meet¬ 
ing of the city council on 
March 26, 1931, it was decided 
to borrow $5000 from the inter¬ 
est fund of the city and $5500 
from the public library fund. 
These emergency measures en¬ 
abled the relief project to con¬ 
tinue. 

"In April 1931, some unions 
in Granite City decided to give 
a six-day carnival. However, 
the city council stated that they 
would be assessed $100 per day 
according to a city ordinance. 
The unions offered the relief I 
fund half of the profits if the j 
city council would suspend the 
assessment. This, of course, j 
would greatly benefit the fund I 
and not affect the unions' prof¬ 
its. After considering the urgent ! 
need for additional money, the 
council unanimously approved 
the proposal. 

“During the month of April, |

the money in the relief fund de¬ 
creased steadily. On Friday, 
April 10, 1931, there was less 
than $500 remaining. Four days 
later the fund was down to $300 
and finally, on Tuesday, April 
28, 1931, it was announced that 
the relief fund would close the 
following day if more money 
was not collected immediately. 
There was less than $100 left. 
Public Called Upon 
“Later that day the city 
council voted to continue the

relief fund, even though the 
supply of money was entirely 
exhausted. The mayor decided 
to request each employer to 
prepare a list of his employees 
vho could afford'to contribute 
to the relief fund. Special ap¬ 
peals would then be made to 
these people to give two per¬ 
cent of their wages, which 
would amount to $4000 per 
month. Before this time the 
fund had collected only $6000 
in the preceding six months. 

"Despite the mayor’s contin¬ 
ued appeals and the commit¬ 
tee’s hard work, contributions 
did not supply enough money 
to operate the committee and 
it was disbanded in July 1931. 

“During critical times such 
as a depression, local govern¬ 
ments must initiate special 
projects to provide for the peo¬ 
ple in the community. The fi¬ 
nancial needs of the citizens of 
Granite City were too-large for 
the mayor’s relief committee 
to satisfy, but the committee 
did give temporary aid to the 
unemployed until the federal 
government with its greater fi¬ 
nancial resources could provide 
permanent relief. 

“The mayor’s relief fund, 


created in the dark days of the 
depression, will never be for¬ 
gotten by many grateful citi¬ 
zens of Granite City.” 

Southern Illinois University 
Southwestern has an enrollment 
of more than 10,000 student^, 
but is only in its second year of 
intercollegiate sports, fielding 
teams in soccer, basketball, 
golf, cross country and base¬ 
ball.

Changes in Listing Medical Costs 


(Last of Five Articles) 


Amounts spent for medical 
and dental expenses can be 
listed on federal income tax 
returns. 

Expenses for the medical 
care of the taxpayer, his 
spouse, or dependents can be 
deducted to the extent they ex¬ 
ceed 3% of income. For ex¬ 
ample, a taxpayer with an in¬ 
come of $6000 can deduct the 
expense over $180 (3% of $6000). 

Special rules apply , to medi¬ 
cines and drugs. The cost of 
these, but only the amount over 
1% of income, must be added 
to the other medical expenses 
that are subject to the 3% rule. 

Errors often occur when tax¬ 
payers do not follow this rule 
and try to deduct medicines 
and drugs separately. 

In recent years, two Im¬ 
portant changes have been 
made in the rules for medi¬ 
cal deductions. Now, half 
of the premiums paid for 
medical insurance, but only 
up to $150, may be deducted 
in full regard to the 3% 
rule. The rest of the pre¬ 
miums are included with 
the other medical expenses. 

The other change is that 
persons 65 and older are 
now subject to the same 
rules—1% on drugs and 3% 
on total medical expenses— 
as younger taxpayers. 
Deductible medical expenses 
Include payments to physicians, 
surgeons, dentists, optometrists, 
chiropractors, chiropodists, pod¬ 
iatrists, osteopaths, psychia¬ 
trists, psychologists and Chris¬ 
tian Science practitioners. 

Also deductible are fees for 
therapy, hospital, nursing, lab¬ 
oratory, surgical, obstetrical, 
diagnostic, dental and x-ray. 

'Transportation costs for trips 
to the doctor’s or dentist’s of¬ 
fice can be deducted. If a tax¬ 
payer uses his car, he can de¬ 
duct either five cents a mile 
or the actual cost of gas, oil, 

The cost of pending a mental¬ 
ly handicapped dependent to a 
special school, such as a school 
for Braille or ljip reading, is de¬ 
ductible if the I main reason for 
his attendance is to take ad¬ 
vantage of the school’s re¬ 
sources for alleviating the han¬ 
dicap. 

Expenses for a trip taken for 


a change in environment, im¬ 
provement of morale, or gen¬ 
eral improvement in health — 
even though made on the ad¬ 
vice of a physician—are not de¬ 
ductible. 

Social activities recommend¬ 
ed by a doctor for improvement 
of general health are not de¬ 
ductible; the same is true for 
amounts paid for the preserva¬ 
tion of general health, such as 
membership in a health club. 

Not deductible are expenses 
for domestic help, maternity 
clothes, funerals or burials. 

Items such as toothpaste, 
toiletries and cosmetics do not 
qualify as medicines or drugs. 
Vitamins and iron supplements 
prescribed or recommended by 
a physician are deducted as 
medicines and drugs — but not 
if taken to preserve the gen¬ 
eral health without the recom¬ 
mendation of a physician. 

The cost of special food 
or beverages does not qual¬ 
ify as a medical expense 
when taken as a substitute 
for regular meals. 

But it qualifies if the spe¬ 
cial food or beverage is pre¬ 
scribed by a physician in 
connection with an illness, 
is in no way a part of the 
nutritional needs of the 
patient, and is in addition 
to the normal diet. 

Premiums paid for medical 
insurance that provide reim¬ 
bursement for hospitalization, 
surgical fees, and other medi¬ 
cal expenses — including sup¬ 
plementary medical insurance 
under Medicare — are de¬ 
ductible. 

If a policy provides for two 
types of reimbursement, only 
the portion of the premium 
covering is deductible, if it is 
separately stated in the policy 
Or in a separate statement fur¬ 
nished the taxpayer. Medical 
expenses which were reim¬ 
bursed by insurance cannot be 
deducted. 

Medical and dental expenses 
are fully explained in IRS Pub¬ 
lication 502, “Deduction for 
Medical and Dental Expenses,” 
available free by sending a 
postcard to Publications, P. O. 
Box 1468, Springfield. III. 62705. 

Amounts claimed as medical 
expenses deductions should be 
backed up with appropriate 
records. 


Way Must Be Found to Thwart Those 
Who Commit Repeat Crimes If Freed 

"Preventive detention" has gained promi¬ 
nence nationally in recent months due to studies 
showing that most crime is by repeaters. The 
idea is opposed by those who see it as a flagrant 
encroachment on individual rights, but events 
here this winter suggest that the plan has con¬ 
siderable merit if it can be suitably modified to 
safeguard basic rights. 

We cite the arrest March 4 of three Gran¬ 
ite Cityans on charges that they had just carried 
out an armed robbery at a local service station. 
One of the trio had been released from the 
Madison county jail four days earlier after being 
held in lieu of bond for the alleged armed rob¬ 
bery of a downtown Granite City drug store 
Feb. 22- Another of the trio was quoted as ad¬ 
mitting that he participated in an armed robbery 
of a Granite City woman Feb. 21 as she was 
walking to her auto from a local grocery store. 

Without pre-judging these particular cases, 
it can be said that they are reminiscent of the 
patterns of conduct in which some people be¬ 
come entangled. 

It is sad that lawbreakers' lives are wasted 
in such an uncivilized, unrewarding way, but 
there should be greater pity for their victims. 
Nobody was killed in the instances cited, but 
sometimes irreparable harm is done by prema¬ 
ture release of a prisoner. 

Suspects must not be illegally incarcerated, 
but at the same time it should be kept in mind 
that there is no "right" to commit crime, nor 
to adopt a lawless way of life. 

"An ounce.of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure." There is no acceptable alternative to 
prevention in situations where victims of crime 
and violence are harmed beyond "cure.” 


Feud With Daley a Real Blow to HHH Chances 

It could be that Mayor Daley of Chicago, 
now in his late 60s, will not be a big factor in 
the 1972 presidential campaign, anyway. But 
his defection from support of Hubert Humphrey 
may have dealt a fatal blow to the former vice- 
president's hopes of a second nomination for 
the top U. S. office. 

The organization headed by the host mayor 
symbolized the kind of “old guard" political 
strength that prevailed at the strife-torn 1968 


convention in Chicago, and without which HHH 
may find it hard to maintain a viable base of 
party power. 

The cleavage seems wide and permanent, 
perhaps stemming primarily from the continuing 
friendship between Humphrey and Adlai Ste¬ 
venson HI, state treasurer and chief rebel from 
Daley's disciplined Illinois Democratic ranks. 
With this background in mind, the split may not 
be surprising, but the degree of public acrimony 

Humphrey: “He didn't exactly break his 
heart for me." Daley: “We should have had a 
stronger candidate. His name is the same as a 
former president of the United States." 

The issue Daley raises, whether the nomi¬ 
nee campaigned with enough vigor and time in 
Illinois, is of special interest here. An appeal by 
the party boss to not concede the state ap¬ 
parently led to the last-minute scheduling of an 
election-eve talk on the Granite City high school 
campus by Vice-Presidential Nominee Muskie. 

There was a lot of political savvy in 
Daley's stand; we thought 1968 was a certain 
GOP year in Illinois, but the Democrats were 
stronger than expected and salvaged three of 
the five main state offices despite the victory 
by President Nixon in this state. 

Humphrey, Muskie and many other leaders 
also possess much political wisdom, but Daley 
and his newfound protege, the Massachusetts 
senator with the magic name, may have out¬ 
flanked them all. It looks more and more like 
another Nixon-Kennedy ballot confrontation. 

Reasoning, Mutual Respect Vital at All 
Universities, Insisted Upon in Illinois 

A program at Carbondale early this week 
was significant here for two reasons. It marked 
the opening of centennial activities at the Car¬ 
bondale and Southwestern campuses of South¬ 
ern Illinois University. And it afforded a forum 
for Dr. David Dodds Henry, University of Illi¬ 
nois president, to voice some of the most intelli¬ 
gent views we have yet heard on college "de- 
structionists. 

As President Henry said. "It is an unhappy 
paradox that the institution which stands for 
reason and intellectual analysis in deliberative 
discussion as a basis for problem-solving should 
be the scene of . . . assertive demonstrations 
(and) vivid examples of anti-intellectualism. 
The only power that should prevail in university 
life is the merit of an idea, openly advanced 
and opened to free debate by all concerned." 

It became obvious several years ago that 
certain young advocates of free speech were in¬ 
sincere in that they soi^ght to prevent free speech 
when it was practiced by individuals they op¬ 
posed. It later became apparent that a nucleus 
of students and non-students does not want to 
"reform” American universities' but to- destroy 

That they have succeeded to such a degree 
in achieving disruption is a reflection of foggy 
thinking and spineless decision-making by some 
administrators of higher learning in the U. S. 
Fortunately, there has been clear thought and 
action by top officials of SIU and the University 
of Illinois. 

Addressing himself to the centennial 
theme, “The University As a Creative and In¬ 
novative Force in Society," Dr: Henry accu¬ 
rately said that creativity, innoyation and the 
entire process of education depend upon these 
guideposts: "Insistence upon reason, upon re¬ 
spect for the views of others and their rights to 
express them, and upon intellectual humility 
which acknowledges the vast world of learning 
which lies beyond our own personal mastery."

Community goals are general 
statements of purpose or long¬ 
term intended accomplish- 

Community development ob¬ 
jectives are more specific 
short-term statements of pur¬ 
pose that are set forth as a 
guide for public policy and ac¬ 
tion. 

Let us consider objectives in 
the broad sense, as an integral 
component of goal formulation. 

Community goals and ob¬ 
jectives are related to each 
other and, ideally, should 
serve - to reinforce each 
other. 

The achievement of one 
common goal or objective 
will help to achieve the 
others. 

For example, an Improved 
residential environment will 
make the community more 
attractive for economic de¬ 
velopment. 

Similarly, a stronger 
economy will build up the 


community’s tax base, per¬ 
mitting higher standards of 
public service and physical 
improvement. This will also 
mean more Job opportuni¬ 
ties fnd, thus, more de¬ 
mand for homes. 

An assessment of -goals and 
broad objectives for community 
development must be formu¬ 
lated in order to develop a 
realistic long-range develop¬ 
ment plan for a community. 

These goals and objectives 
must, by necessity, be based 
on overall community needs 
and desires in light of what the 
potential for development is 
and in light of what the com¬ 
munity can afford. 

Citizens’ needs and desires 
must be properly taken into 
account so that a broad base of 
public support can be obtained 
to implement those planning 
goals and objectives that are in 
the public interest. 

During the planning program 
for the period through 1985, 
Granite City and the surround¬ 
ing area have been studied in 
detail. 

A series of consultations and 
discussions has been held with 
city officials; school and park 


district officials, the Granite 
City Housing Authority, Plan¬ 
ning Commission members, 
representatives of the private 
sector, .and various interested 
citizens in order to formulate 
a general set of goals and ob¬ 
jectives, 

The community goals and ob¬ 
jectives set forth have been 
used in the preparation of a 
long-range development plan 
for Granite City and will need

They have been recorded so 
that all interested citizens may 
decide for themselves if the po¬ 
tentials of the community have 
been or are being properly 
realized, and if a reassessment 
of community goals and objec¬ 
tives is needed in . the light of 
changing conditions.

Philip Murray, president of the United Steel Workers, sub¬ 
mitted to the War Production Board a plea in behalf of 20 small 
steel mills, among which he listed Granite City Steel Co. and 
Laclede Steel Co. Both are operating but not at full capacity. 

He opposed federal policies which he said favored the con¬ 
centration of production in huge steel corporations, with smaller 
firms facing financial disaster despite the need for their steel 
during the war and in postwar years. 

With the current and pending restrictions on gasoline, indus¬ 
trial workers in the Tri-Ctties are expected to benefit from a 
coordinated ride-sharing program launched by the local War 
Price and Rationing Board. 

Mb', and Mrs. Wayne Harsh and children, Wayne and Char¬ 
lotte, of Third street, Madison, are spending two weeks visiting 
relatives in Mode, HI. 

Mrs. Ernest Stainton was named president of the Junior Bay 
View Reading club, with Mrs. Abe Hoy vice-president, Mrs. Wil¬ 
liam Buente secretary and Mis* Pauline Johnson, treasurer. 


A minimum wage bill (H. 68) 
calling for $1.60 an hour was 
passed by the house 134-18. It 
originally specified $1.25 but an 
amendment set the $1.60 level, 
with $1.25 for those under 19 
years of age.

A state ombudsman office to 
be filled by the lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor or his delegate and to be 
advised by an eight-man com¬ 
mission is called for in H. 453. 

The Senate passed S. 191 em¬

H. 809 bans recruitment and 
employment of professional 
strikebreakers in place of em¬ 
ployees involved in a labor dis¬ 
pute. 

H. 851 bans employers from 
asking whether prospective 
workers have been arrested for 
misdemeanors. Allows questions 
on felony arrests and convic¬ 
tions. 

H. 358 exempts women from 
eight-hour daily limit in busi¬ 
nesses subject to Federal Fair 
Labor Standards Act of 1938 and 
women employed by a common 
carrier subject to 1907 Federal 
Hours and Service Act. 

An agreed-bill process be¬

DAILY AT 6:59, 8 P.M. 

To the Editor: 

I read with interest the letter 
in The Forum Feb. 27 relative 
to the pickup of mail from the 
courtesy mailbox across the 
street from the main Granite 
City post office. 

The clerk who gave the in¬ 
formation was in error and 
should not give out any infor¬ 
mation unless absolutely posi¬ 
tive the information he or she 
gives to patrons is correct. We 
advise them to refer the patron 
to -- someone who does know 
rather than offer the wrong in¬ 
formation. 

I am proud to state that the 
clerk who gave the information 
to the lady readily admitted he 
was the one in error without 
anyone doing any inquiring to 
ascertain who did so in order 
that we would not have a simi¬ 
lar situation in the future. Ac¬ 
tually, he was of the opinion 
that he gave the correct infor¬ 
mation. 

The other collection boxes 
mentoned which are contiguous 
to the post office and the one in 
question across the street were 
all collected at the same time 
when we first moved to the new 
office. 

However, due to the width of 
Madison avenue and the heavy 
and many times fast-moving 
traffic, we—in the interest of 
the safety of our employees— 
discontinued collecting the box 
across the street at the same 
time as the other boxes around 
the office. 

Instead, we did place this 
box across the street on truck 
collection schedules, where the 
driver can safely step out of 
his truck onto the walk at the 
box and retrieve the mail. This 
box thus is collected a total of 
six times daily and the sched¬ 
uled collections are such that 
we connect with each and 
every dispatch leaving the post 
office. 

The first collection of this box 
is at 5 a.m. and by a clerk, in¬ 
asmuch as traffic conditions at 
that early hour are safe enough.

Various Wild Birds 
Observed in Area 

A report from a local resi¬ 
dent on the arrival of masses 
of birds to the area which ap¬ 
peared in last Thursday’s is¬ 
sue of the Press-Record drew 
a few comments from another 
local bird watching enthusiast 
who wrote the newspaper this 
week. 

Edwin A. Hessel sr., who re¬ 
sides near Stallings grade 
school along Highway 162, 
wrote—“I was interested in the 
item about Mrs. Jerry Sladky 
and the birds she saw. We have 
a pair of Robins, a pair of 
Cardinals, one Brown Thrasher 
and a Mocking Bird, which I 
saw for the first time on Jan. 
3, and they are still here. We 
also have sparrows and star¬ 
lings. They stay ail winter and 
I feed them. 

“I live across the road from 
Stallings school and I can look 
out of my back window at day- 
1 i g h x. and see thousands of 
black birds flying over until 
about nine o'clock. Then about 
4:30 p.m. they fly back until 
dark. I was told they go down 
as far as Dexter, Mo., where 
they roost at night. I also was 
told they can’t get rid of them 
and they have become a 
nuisance 

Mr. Hessel continued, "Two 
years ago I saw an albino 
blackbird in my yard and in 
May we see Blue Birds and 
canaries. The black birds go 
nesting when it gets warmer 
and when the young can fly 
(about August) they come 
back and if the corn is not too 
hard they can strip a ten-to- 
twelve-inch ear of corn clear 
down to the stalk in short or¬ 
der. They can make a field of 
com look as if a hailstorm 
hit it,” the letter-writer con¬ 
cluded.
